DETAILED ACTION 



1. This communication is in response to Applicant's Election and Amendments filed 
26 February 2007. 

Claim Status 

2. Claims 1-26 and 57-94 are pending. In view of Applicant's Amendments, the 
election to one of the following inventions is deemed necessary. The restrictions 
cited are as stated below: 



Election/Restriction 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-15, 57-67 and 76-86 are drawn to a method, 
system and apparatus for communicating data content. 

II. Claims 16-26, 68-75 and 87-94 are drawn to a 
method, system and apparatus for requesting data content. 



4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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(a) Inventions I -II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, Group I has separate utility 
as: 

Group I is a method of communicating data including broadcasting, 
receiving and accumulating information and communicating requests. 
Group II has separate utility as: 

Group II is a method of requesting data including receiving and rendering 
information, tracking actions and communicating requests. 
See MPEP section 806.05(d). 

5. The independent claims in each Group l-ll recite limitations that are not found 
together in a common independent claim of the other group, thus it is evidence 
that Applicant believes a distinct invention combination lies within each set of 
independent claims. 

Additionally, each groups has easily identifiable system and apparatus claim 
groupings. Also, dependent claims then append a multiple of distinct inventive 
concepts for which Applicant's submission is evidence that Applicant believes each 
supports a distinct reason for invention. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different concepts, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Applicant is advised that the 
response to this requirement to be complete must include an election of one of the 
inventions l-ll to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 C.F.R. 
§1.143). 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 
1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of 
at least one claim remaining in the application.
